:ion from black damj. was great. He 
was the only man of the many stand- 
ng by whose nerve did not desert him.

:en minutes more of lost time would 
mve resulted In the death of the miner 
who was at work and possibly a great 
oss to the company, as the supply of 
air could not be cut off while there was 
any hope of rescue, and this would 
have tended to feed the flames.—Salt

a. higher civilization in tbat part of 
Africa they occupy. 


It has been given to the world since 


the time of Nelson, England's greatest 
naval commander, tbat Britannia rules 
the sea, which claim, when its navy 
and merchant marine are considered, 
largely represent the troth, but it is 
not established that there is a Kelson 
in its naval service to-day, and it is 
being speedily developed that there is 
not a Wellington in command in any 
department of the army, and it is pos- 
sible never may be.

national affairs, is to rule the earth 
and the success of her most cherished 
purpose, as outlined by tbe ruling 
class, has had success against tbe 
weak, as represented in the extension 
of her dominion over much of the 
earth's surface.
